The Southern Ireland Repeater Group have placed a new 
MMDVM Digital Repeater on test from their repeater site on 
Mount Leinster, Co Carlow. The Callsign is EI7MLD and the 
repeater is running 30 watts. The Frequency is 430.000, with 
a shift of + 9MHz. EI7MLD is currently running DMR, 
Fusion, D-Star and Analog modes. Analog use requires a 
CTCSS tone of 103.5Hz and DMR requires a colour Code of 
1. This repeater will cover a wide area. Enquiries may be

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N A new UHF DMR repeater will shortly undergo 
& _ initial bench testing before its placement at the 
Abbeyknockmoy site Co Galway. The Repeater is 
a Hytera RD 985 Repeater capable of 50 watts 
output on DMR. This repeater will replace the 
existing EI7AKR Analog repeater. The Callsign will remain 
as EI7TAKR. Listen on 430.825 with a +7.6 KHz shift. DMR 
requires a Colour code of 1 and Analog FM requires a 
CTCSS tone of 77Hz. The repeater will provide a wide 
coverage of Co Galway and into neighbouring counties. 
Recent tests reveal that this coverage will allow continuous 
access from the Radisson Blu Hotel in Limerick as far as 
Claremorris with no apparent loss of signal. Enquiries about

NASA TV Broadcast 4" April 

A Russian Progress cargo ship is scheduled to launch to 
the International Space Station Thursday,4™ April Live 
coverage of the spacecraft’s launch and arrival will begin at 
6:45 a.m. EDT on NASA Television and the agency’s 
website. Loaded with three tons of food, fuel and supplies for 
the residents of the orbiting laboratory, the Progress 72 
spacecraft is scheduled to launch at 7:01 a.m. (4:01 p.m. 
Baikonur time) on a Soyuz booster from the Baikonur 
Cosmodrome in Kazakhstan. The Progress will orbit Earth 
twice then rendezvous with the station, where it will dock to 
the Pirs docking compartment on the Russian segment of the 
complex. Live coverage of its arrival will begin at 9:45am.
